1 . Applicant's Amendment filed 1 1/14/2005 has been reviewed and placed of record in the 
file.

3. Claims 1-63 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The allowable subject matter was indicated in the Ex Parte Quayle Office Action mailed

The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a light emitting diode and a 
method of fabricating thereof with all exclusive limitations as recited in claims 1 and 43, 
comprising a diamond substrate, a first aluminum gallium nitride (AlGaN) layer above the 
diamond substrate, a multiple quantum well (MQW) structure including GaN, Al, and In 
materials on the first AlGaN layer, a second AlGaN layer on the MQW structure, a contact 
structure on the second AlGaN layer, an ohmic contact to the diamond substrate, and an ohmic 
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contact to the contact structure, wherein the Umitation "ohmic contact to" in the limitation "an 
ohmic contact to the diamond substrate" has been fully considered.
